However, such alternate applicant 
shall not be entitled to any interest or/any compensation 
during the period it takes the Trust to rectify the warrant* 
already issued in favour of the deceased, applicant to those 
in favour of the newly admitted applicant, 

(8) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing 
sub-clause, the Trust reserves its right to make the Income 
Distribution on a quarterly, half yearly or annual basiy a* 
the case may be, should the reasons of expediency cost, inte¬ 
rest of members and other circumstances make it necessary 
for the Trust to do so, In such an event the Trust shall 
notify the members by a publication in two leading English 
language daily newspapers. No member shall have a right 
to claim Income Distribution oh monthly basis after the 
Trust makes a notification as above. 

B, Cumulative Option 

A member exercising his right to participate uffder this 
option will at the. end of the 5 vear period have the units 
standing to his credit repurchased at a repurchase price of 
Rs. 20/- per unit (i.e, for 100 units the repurchase value

Bonus Dividend

(b) “acceptance date" with reference to an application 
made by an applicant to the Trust for sale or repur¬ 
chase of units by the Trust means the day on which 
the Trust, after being satisfied that such application 
is in order, accepts the same; 

(c) "Applicant" means an applicant under the scheme 
and shall include the alternate applicant mentioned 
in the application form when units are sold for the 
benefit of a mentally handicapped person. 

(d) "eligible institution” means an eligible trust as de¬

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nature which prevents him from carrying out normal 
activities of life and is so certified by any Registered 
Medical Practitioner. 

(f) "number of units deemed to be in issue" means the 
aggregate of the number of units sold and remaining 
outstanding, 

(g) "person” shall include an eligible institution us de¬ 
fined above. 

(h) "recognised stock exchange’’ means a stock exchange, 

wn ich is, ror itio time ocing recognised under the 
Secunt.es Contracts t Regulation) Acl, 1956 (42 

ol 1956). 

(i) “regulations” means Unit Trust of India General 
Regulations, 1964 made under Section 43 (1) of the 
Act. 

(j) “society" means a society established under any 

State or Central law for the time being in force. 

(k) “unit” means one undivided share of the face value 
of Rupees ten in the unit capital. 

(l) “member’’ used as an expression under the scheme 
shall mean and include the applicant who has been 
alloted units under the schemo and the plan made 
thereunder. 

(m) “alternate applicant" in case of minor means parent 
other than the parent who has made the application 
on behalf of minor. 

(n) all other expressions not defined herein but defined 
in tht Act shall have the respective meanings assign¬ 
ed to them by the Act, 

ill. Face value of each unit : 

The face value of each unit shall be ten rupees. 

IV. Application for units ; 

(1) Applications for units may be made by residents only 

viz. i 

(a) individuals cither singly or with another individual 
on joint/either or survivor basis. 

(bj a parent, step-parent or other lawful guardian on 
behalf of a resident minor. An application cannot 
be made by an adult and minor jointly. 

(c) an eligible institution as defined under the Scheme 
including an irrevocable private i’rust. 

(d) an individual for the benefit of another individual 
who is a mentally handicapped person. 

(e) a society as defined under the scheme. 

(f) a registered co-operative society. 

(a) other bodies corporate including bank & non profit 
making companies formed u/s. 25 of tho Companies 
Act, 1956 but excluding other companies registered 
under Companies Act, 1956. 

(h) Hindu Undivided Family 

(2) Application shall be made in such form as may be 
approved by the Chairman/Executive Trust;e of the Trust. 

(3) Application in respect of Monthly Irconre option snail 
be made for a minimum of 500 units and i.tercafler in multi¬ 
ples of 50 units. Likewise under the Cumulative option, 
application shall be made for a minimum of 200 units and 
in mulliples of 50 units thereafter. There will be no maxi¬ 
mum limit under both the options. 

(4) (i) The payment for the units applied for by an appli¬ 
cant shall be made by him alongwith the application in cash, 
cheque or draft, Cheques or drafts should be drawn on bran¬ 
ches of banks within the City where the office at which the 
application is tendered is situated. 

Provided however that the applicant who wHws to apply 
for units from a place other than where the liust has i's 
office may do so bv sending the application to the office ol 
the Trust along with the bank draft for number of units app¬ 
lied for deducting therefrom charges payable for bank draft. 
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(ii) If the payment is made by cheque, the acceptance date 
will, subject to such cheque being realised, be the date on 
which the cheque is received by the Trust or by a designated 
branch of authorised bank or collection centre. If payment is 
made by draft, the acceptance date will, subject to such draft 
oeing rcaliseo, be the uale of issue of such draft, provided, the 
application is received by the Trust or a designated branch 
of authorised b ank or collection centre within such time as may 
be deemed reasonable by the Trust. If the amount tendered 
by way of payment for the units applied for is not sufficient 
to cover the amount payable for the units applied for, the 
applicant shall be issued such lower number of units as could 
be issued under the scheme, the balance due to him shall bo 
refunded at his cost in such manner as the Trust may deem 
fit. 

(ii.) A membership advice will be sent by post to the 
address given by the applicant. The Trust will not incur 
any liability for loss, damage, misdelivery or non-delivery of 
the membership advice, so sent. 

(iv) A membership advice issued by the Trust to the eligi¬ 
ble institution or body corporate shall be made out in the 
name of the eligible institution/body corporate. 

(vj Right of Trust to accept or reject application : The 
Trust shall have the right at its sole discretion to accept and/ 
or reject application for issue of units under the scheme. Any 
decision of the Trust about the eligibility or otherwise of a 
person to make an application under the scheme shall be final. 

Incomplete Application Liable For Relection — 

In case the application is found to be incomplete, the same 
will be lialo for rejection and refund of such application money 
will bo made by the Trust as soon as pcussible without any 
interest whatsoever. 

(vi) Applicant bound to comply with requirements under 
the scheme before issued units : Persons applying 
for units under the scheme shall be bound to satisfy the 
Trust about their eligibility to make an application and com¬ 
ply with all requirements of the Trust. The compliance or 
otherwise to the satisfaction of the Trust of such requirements 
shall be at the sole discretion of the Trust.

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in the foregoing 
sub-clauses the Trust shall be at liberty while repurchasing the 
units, in the event of failure of the member to surrender the 
Income Distribution Warrants which are then outstanding to 
deduct from the repurchase price such amount representing the 
amount of the Income Distribution Warrant payable in future 
as have not been surrendered and pay the balance to the mem¬ 
ber. On the acceptance of the membership advice rind the 
form for repurchase by the Trust, the members right to re¬ 
ceive future Income Distribution including the Income Distri¬ 
bution for the month of acceptance will cease and the Trust 
shall have a claim on the amount/s represented by such out¬ 
standing Income Distribution.

The Trust shall in. case of cumulative option repurchase the 
units at par during the second and third year after deducting 
the administrative cost not exceeding 5% of the face value 
plus compensation equivalent to the dividend paid under the 
Monthly Income option in the event of such repurchase as spe¬ 
cified in Clause VI (2 )hereinabove. From the Fourth year 
onwards (i.e. from 01/11/96) repurchase shall be allowed 
at par without anv deduction of administrative cost plus com¬ 
pensation equivalent to the dividend paid under the Monthly 
Income option in the event of such repurchase as specified in 
Clause VI (2) hereinabove.

Explanation ■ 

For the purpose of this Scheme the tcim “working d.i>“ 
shall mean a day which has not been either (i) notified under 
the Negotiable Instruments Act, 1881, to be a public holiday 
in the State of Maharashtra or such other States where the 
Trust has its offices; or (ii) notified by the Trust in the Gazette 
of India as a day on which the office of the Trust will be 
closed. 

VIII. Sale price - 

(1) The sale price of units durng the period of of offer of 
units shall be at par, 

(2) In the event of termination of the Scheme in the manner 
as specified in clause XXV hereof the Trust shall determine 
the repurchase price by valuing the assets pertaining io the 
scheme as at the dose of business on the date notified for 
termination reduced by the liabilities peilaining to the scheme 
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and dividing them by the number of units outstanding and 
deducting therefrom such sum as in the opinion of the Trust 
is adequate to cover brokerage commission, taxes, if any, 
stamp duties and other charges in relation to realisation of 
investments by the Trust and other adjustments and the ex¬ 
penditure in connection with .the closure and payment of the 
distribution to the members of the assets in respect of the 
scheme. 

In such an event the repurchase price shall in addition to 
the par value bear the other distributable component of the 
asset per unit arrived at by the Trust in a manner satisfactory 
to its auditors and as the Board may approve. 

Provided that notwithstanding anything contained in these 
provisions the repurchase price may also be arrived at by

IX. Publication of final repurchase price: 

Upon termination of the scheme in the manner provided in

(1) For the purposes of valuation of the assets under the 
scheme, the assets shall be clasified into : (a) cash (b) invest¬ 
ments and c) other assets. 

(2) Investments shall be valued by taking : 

A. (a) the closing prices on the stock exchange as on the 

working day on which the valuation is made of the 
securities held by the Trust pertain ng to this 
schemes provided where security is quoted on more 
then ty.'.z stock exchange, the manner of determin¬ 
ing the price of such security shall be decided by 
the Trust. 

(b) where any investment was not, during the relevant 
period, dealt in, or quoted on any recognised s'oek 
Exchange, such value as the Trust tnav in the cir¬ 
cumstances consider to be the fair value of such 
investments; and 

B. Adding thereto—

(3) Other assets shall be valued at their book value. 

XI. Membership advice : 

No Unit/Membership certificate shall be issued to a mem¬ 
ber in respect to his members!]in of unts issued under the 
scheme and the Plan made thereunder. They will however 
be given a membership advice evidencing that he has been 
admitted as a member in the scheme and the Plan made 
thereunder. 

XII. Manner of preparation of membership advice : 

The membership advice will be in such form as may be 
decided by the Trust and shall be signed by an authorised 
officer on behalf of the Trus . 

XUI. Trusts not to be admitted and recognized for 'the pur¬ 
pose of the scheme and the Plan made thereunder 

(1) The person who is registered as the holder and in whose 
name a membership advice has been issued shall be the only 
person to be recognized bv the Trust as the member and as 
having any right, title or interest in or to such units; and the 
Trust may recognize such member as absolute owner there¬ 
of and shall not he bound by any notice to the contrary or 


to take any notice of the execution of any Trust, or, save 
as herein expressly provided or as by some court of competent 
jurisdiction ordered, to recognise any Trust or equity or other 
interest affecting the title to any units represented in the 
scheme and the Plan made thereunder. 

(2) When an application is made by an individual for 
the benefit of another individual who is mentally handicapped 
and accepted by the Trust, the Trust shall not be deemed to 
be taking notice of any trust.

(3) In the absence of a valid nomination by a single mem¬ 
ber, the executor or administrators cf the deceased member 
or a holder of succession certificate issued under Part X of 
the Indian Succession Act. 1925 (39 cf 1925) shall be the only 
persons who may be recognised by the Trust as having any 
title to the units. 

(4) Any person becoming entitled to the units consequent 
upon the death or bankruptcy of a member of a monthly in¬ 
come option may upon producing such evidence to his title 
as the Trust shall consider sufficient, be paid the repurchase 
value of all units to the- credit of the deceased after all the 
formalities in connection with the claim have been complied 
wih by the claimant. 

(5) In the event the sole nominee men ioned in the mem¬ 
bership advice is a person eligible to hold units then at the 
desire of the said nominee, the nominee may instead of receiv¬ 
ing the repurchase value of all units to the credit of the de¬

Bonus Dividend on the original investment, may be declared 
under both the options, at the end of the second and fourth 
years at such rate as may be decided and shall be payable 
on maturity.

XXIII. Publication of Accounts : 

The Trust shall as soon as may be after the 30th June of 
each year cause to be published in such manner as the Board 
may decide, accounts in the manner specified by the Board 
showing the working of the scheme during the period ending 
as of that date. The Trust shall, on a request in writing re¬ 
ceived from a member, furnish him a copy of the accounts 
so published. 


XXIV. Additions and Amendments to the Scheme : 

Tiie Board may from time to has add to or otherwise 
amend this scheme and any amondmant/addition thereof will 
be notified in the Official Gazelle. 

XXV. Termination of the Scheme: 

The Scheme shall stand finally terminated on 31st October, 
1998. All members who have participated in the Scheme for 
its entire period shall be paid the value of the units at the 
final repurchase price fixed for the purpose. The Trust shall 
endeavour to pay the repurchase price proceeds to the members 
within 3 weeks from the receipt cf membership advice along 
wih he form of repurchase at the Office of issue/the Registrar. 
Besides receiving the final repurchase price determined no 
further benefit of any kind either by way of increase m the 
repurchase value or by way of dividend for any subsequent 
period shall accrue. The membership advice and other forms 
received for repurchase shall be retained for cancellation. 

XXVI. Scheme to be binding on members : 

The terms of the scheme including any amendments, chan¬ 
ges thereto from time to time should be binding on each mem¬ 
ber and every other person claiming through him as if he 
had expressly agreed that they should be so binding notwith¬ 
standing anything contained in the provisions of the scheme. 

XXVn. Benefits to the members : 

All benefits accruing under the scheme in respect of capital, 
reserves and surpluses, if any, at the time of the closure of 
the scheme shall be available only to the members who hold 
the units for the full-term of the scheme till its closure. 

XXVIII. Copy of Scheme to be made available: 

A copy of this scheme incorporating all amendments there¬ 
to shall be made available for inspection at the offices of the 
Trust at all times during its business hours and may be 
supplied by the Trust to any person on application and 
payment of Rupees five. 

XXIX. Power to construe provisions : 

Should any doubt arise as to the interpretation by any of 

the provisions. Chairman, or in his absence the Executive 
Trustee shall have powers to construe the provisions of the 
scheme, in so far such construction is not in any manner pre¬ 
judicial or contrary to the basic structure of the scheme and 
such decision shall be conclusive. 

XXX. Relaxation/variation/modification of provisions ; 

The Chairman or in his absence the Executive Trustee of 
the Trust may in order to mitigate hardship or for smooth 
and easy operation of the scheme, relax, vary or modify any of 
the provisions of the scheme in case of any member or ciass 
of members upon such terms as may be deemed expedient. 
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
